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“ohe Lord’s Church

“Upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it,” Matt. 16: 
18. Some people will say, “If we 
have the holiness or Church of 
God preachers come into our com- 
munity, they will tear up our 
churches.” Now if I or any other 
preacher can tear up your church, 
it is not what it should be. I read- 
ily admit that false teachers cause 
a ‘great deal of confusion in local 
churches, even in the Church of 
God, but yet I have not the least 
fear that the Church of God asa 
whole will ever be overthrown us 
she was planted or builded or or- 
ganized by Jesus Himself and He 
says she shall not be overcome. 

Let us see if we can find the 
Rock in the Bible that Jesus was 
referring to for we are sure He had 
no reference to Peter’s earthly 
body when He said,“Upon this rock 
I will build my church.” We find in 
1 Samuel 2:2, “Neither is there 
any rock like our God.” Also in 2 
Sam. 22:2, “And he said, The Lord 
is my rock, and my fortress and 
my deliverer.” So we assume that 
it undoubtedly was the Word of 
God that Jesus was going to build 
His church upon. We find in St. 
John 1:1, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God.” V. 
14, “And the Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, (and 


we beheld his glory, the glory as of 


the only begotten of the Father,) 
full of grace and truth.” 


Next we want to see something 
about the name of this church that 
Jesus was going to build. Isa. 62:2, 
“And the Gentiles shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy 
glory: and thou shalt be called by 
a new name, which the mouth of 
the Lord shall name.” In verse one 
of this chapter you will notice that 
His people were called Zion, as 
well as at many other places in the 
Old Testament; also they were 
called Israel, and Stephen, in Acts 
7:38, called it the church in the 
wilderness. But thanks be_ to the 
great God of the skies, she is no 
longer in the wilderness but is 
shining just like Isaiah said she 
would in Isa. 2:2. “And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, that 
the mountain of the Lord’s house 
shall be established in the top of 
the mountains, and shall be exalt- 
ed above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it.” Beloved. we 
who attended the 29th Annual As- 
sembly could see very readily that 
this is being done, as we beheld 
the missionaries coming into the 
Church of God from Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, and other foreign 
countries. 


What was the new name God’s 
house or church was called in St. 
John 17:11? Jesus praying to the 
Father says, “Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name _ those 


whom thou hast given me.” V. 12, 
talking direct to His Father in this 
wonderful prayer, ‘While I was 
with them in the world, I kept 
them in thy name.” This_ then, 
“The Father,” undoubtedly was 
the new name the Prophet Isaiah 
tells us of. Please notice also Paul’s 
prayer in Eph. 3:14, “For this 
cause | bow my knees unto the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, of 
whom the whole family in heaven 
and earth is named.” Here we can 
see the Church of God on earth, 
and the family of God in heaven 
plainly. 

What was the price Christ paid 
for His Church? In Acts 20:28 we 
read, ‘““‘Take heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and to all the _ flock. 
over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed 
the church of God, which he has 
purchased with his own _ blood.” 
Here is the name again, the 
Church of God; also the great 
price paid by Jesus for His Church. 
No surprise that we as members 
magnify and praise His Church, 
considering the price He paid for 
it, also to know His Church is 
named after God Himself. 


Eph. 4:11-13 tells us the kind of 
ministers God gave to His Chuich. 
“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evan- 
gelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; for the perfecting .f the 
saints, for the work of tne minis- 
try, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ: Till we all come in the un- 
ity of the faith, and of the know-

While the World Peace Confer - 
ence struggles to bring about a 
lasting peace, Mussolini has ‘“‘pre- 
dicted that capitalistic countries 
were moving toward an imperialis- 
tic war.”

Queer that 
a man of his learning and ability 
can see in war, with all its ravages 
and horror, a means of glory or de- 
velopment of nobility. It is, how- 
ever, certainly true that it places 
men where they must decide be- 
tween life and death, for which 
there is much-needed preparation.

CLARK VISUALIZES WAR 
Senator Clark from Missouri pic- 
tures war as a “cataclysm of hor- 
rors” and especially the “next 
war.” This he drew in his address 


before the senate in which he pled 
for money to continue the muni- 
tions investigation as a means of 
avoiding another conflict. Senator 
Clark said, “The world is head- 
ing for another war which might 
well mean the actual obliteration 
of civilization.” His argument fol- 
lows: “He _ visualized pilotless 
planes carrying bombs to cities far 
back of the lines; gas devastating 
whole areas and planes dropping 
‘mass cultures of plague and influ- 
enza, cholera and typhus.’ 


“For the statesmen of the world 
to permit the present insane com- 
petition in armaments to continue 
with the certainty that it will pre- 
cipitate in this generation or the 
next another cataclysm of unpre- 
dictable horrors is stupendous and 
incredible folly,” he said. 

The United States thru its con- 
stitutional and well-provided form 
of government, and its religious 
and educational institutions which 
have heretofore endorsed religious 
literature and education. built up 
a highly and commendable society. 
However, at this time the entire 
fabric of national unity and culture 
is threatened by the top-heavy. 
worldly-wise and cheap politicians 
who are not content with staple 
government and righteousness. It 
will do well to take a retrospective 
view and think of Babylon with 
worldly nower and wealth followed 
by the Persian, Grecian and Rom- 
an kingdoms. All these at their 
highest pitch of glory in science 
and wealth have toppled and be- 
came a mass of ruins, from which 
fragmentarv and divers nations 
have arisen which have again 
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reached some form of pinnacle or 
crisis that threatens not only the 
United States but the whole of the 
civilized world. The ladder of as- 
cendency always presents the pos- 
sibility of a fall unless the moral 
principle which contributes to the 
opportunity of such high scaling is 
continued. In the United States 
and Europe as well there has been 
a fatal decline in religious ambition 
and aspiration. I do not speak of 
a decline in number but quality of 
spiritual experience.

RAVAGES OF COMMUNISM 


In China communism steadily 
moves on, pressing down the un- 
fortunate Chinese who struggle 
against the menace of communism 
and who really do not want it but 
see no way out of it as result of 
their economic situation Officials 
in China refer to the state of com- 
munism as “more rice communists 
than genuine converts to the Red 
doctrine.” If the people had suffi- 
cient clothing and food they would 
sve no thought to communism, it 
was said. In the last analysis Chin- 
ese communism was described as 
“glorified banditry.” to which was 
added, The rank and file of Chin- 
ese communists were said to be 
totally ignorant of what commun- 
ism actually means. It is true that 
while communism promises to di- 
vide the wealth of nations, it at the 
same time takes from its captive 
prey, particularly all religious and 
moral liberty, making them slaves 
of bange saen and vice. 

n Mexico under di te 
12th three hundred men, “Sane 
and children, barricaded in their 
parish church, fought off volice 
and firemen in an exchange of 
gunfire that left four persons dead 
and fourteen wounded. Commun- 
ism respects nobody’s right but the 
state. When individuals who 
compose and make up the institu- 
tion of state are thus treated you 
may so brand and regard com- 
munisM as an enemy.

ANTI-COMMUNISTIC ORGANI- 
ZATIONS 

Under date of Jan. 13th, Chica- 
g0, the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks entered its 500,000 
members in the 1935 crusade 
against communists and their ilk. 
Other organizations pledged who 
are anti-communistic are the 
American Legion and Junior 
Chamber of Commerce who have 
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made it their principal order of 
business this year to undermine 
the groups and individuals who 
seek to undermine the government 
and the existing social order. The 
Elks are circulating petitions call- 
ing upon Congress to enact laws 
excluding radical literature from 
the mails, barring known agitators 
from the country and crimping the 
activities of the subversive ele- 
ments. These petitions are to be 
gathered at the headquarters 
in Chicago Feb. 22nd and taken to 
Washington March 13th where 
they will be presented with due 
ceremony to the house of repre- 
sentatives and the senate. 


Also from Atlanta, Ga., under 
date of Jan. 10th comes news of 
the origination of a two-bill bar- 
rage which will be fired when the 
Georgia lgeislature convenes there 
this week in which communism 
will be the target. The Solicitor- 
General, John Boykin, of Atlanta, 
said today legislation intended to 
“kill the snake of communism be- 
fore it gets to be big and danger- 
ous” is being prepared for intro- 
duction at the general assembly. 


Representatives Bond Almand 
and William B. Hortsfield, of the 
Fulton county delegation, an- 
nounced they would present a bill 
aimed primarily “to define the 
crime of sedition and to prescribe 
the punishment therefor.” 


Boykin said he was preparing a 
supplementary bill which he will 
give to Speaker Ed Rivers, of the 
house, for introduction in either 
that body or the state senate. 


We greatly appreciate the time- 
ly action and stand taken by these 
organizations and officials in try- 
ing to stamp out the progress of 
communism. It was Christ who 
said a kingdom divided against it- 
self cannot stand. The principles 
of freedom upon which the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
have existed have been so supreme 
and foreign to the ravages of com- 
munism that our political house 
cannot stand without casting out 
its enemy, the red terror of com- 
munism. It is, however, unfortu- 
nate that our president recognized 
Russia at a time when under-of- 
ficials are finding it necessary to 
clean house and rid themselves of 
the principles for which Russia as 
a whole stands. It has _ been 
said that birds of a feather flock 
together. Personally, I would like 
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to see Russia who is treated as a 
neighbor, but is a positive and a- 
vowed enemy of the United States, 
separated from our company. Such 
undertakings are and should _ be 
items of definite prayer. We are 
commanded to pray for kings, 
councillors and those who are in 
authority that we may live a peace- 
ful and quiet life, and of that 
peaceful and quiet life Russia and 
communism know nothing.

THE CHURCH OF GOD EVANGEL 


“Ghe Ministry of “Ghe Holy Sprit 


E. C, Clark 


That the true intent and purpose 
of the ministry of the Holy Spirit 
may not be overlooked, we wish to 
call your attention to the following 
facts: That the Holy Spirit was 
given first, to provide power for 
witnessing concerning the truth 
about Jesus Christ, Acts 1:8. Sec- 
ond, to provide a spiritual medium 
and means by which regeneration 
or the new birth might take place. 
It is stated in John 3:5 that, Ex- 
cept a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. Jesus follows 
with a distinct separation or ident- 
ification of the flesh and_ spirit, 
placing them on opposite sides, 
saying, That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh and that which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit. The 
necessity of the spiritual birth is 
apparent concerning which Jesus 
has said, Ye must be born. again. 
The Holy Spirit alone is the source 
and means by which such or the 
new birth can take place. 

The Holy Spirit has been defin- 
itely associated with all things per- 
taining to Jesus Christ. He Himself 
was born of the Holy Spirt, Luke 
1:35; was baptized or anointed 
with it by which He entered into 
His own personal ministry, Matt. 
3:16, 17; as a result of which He 
went about doing good and healing 
all that were oppressed of the de- 
vil for God was with Him. Acts 10: 
38. 

The minister who endeavors to 
embark upon so serious an under- 
taking and mission as_ preaching 
the Gospel without the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit is making a serious 
blunder. His own works will mock 
and laugh at him in the end. As 
Dr. Perkins stated, years ago in 
the Midwest, where he was ac- 
counted a_ successful evangelist, 
though not having the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, he found that his 
ministry was a great failure, and 
seeing his mistake, he sought for 
and obtained the baptism of the 
precious Holy Spirit, after which 
his evangelistic message became a 
living flame and his congregations 
were signally blessed as a result. 

The Purpose of the Holy Spirit 

Any minister, regardless of his 
scholastic ability or what prefixes 
or suffixes may be appended to his 
name, or to what famous or impos- 


ing church organization he may be 
a memebr of, or what his salary is, 
or what public opinion may 
amount to concernng his ability, 
must not overlook the following 
facts: first, that without the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit he has not 
been endued with power for ser- 
vice, Luke 24:49, and is therefore 
without power to witness concern- 
ing the truth as it is in Christ Jes- 
us, Acts 1:8. The ministry of the 
Holy Spirit was given first, to re- 
prove the world of sin; to enforce 
upon a gulty conscience the knowl- 
edge and guilt of their sins. Sec- 
ond, to reprove of or concerning 
righteousness. The code of the Mo- 
saic law, under which sacrifice and 
offerings were made, was unable to 
fulfill the righteousness demanded 
of God. It was therefore part of the 
office of the Holy Spirit and is so 
yet, to reprove professors of their 
lack of God’s righteousness. Third, 
to reprove the world concerning its 
opinion of judgment. To correct 
the evils of the world judgment 
was of great importance or neces- 
sity; that we might not lightly set 
aside or ignore the fact of judg- 
ment, the Holy Spirit was sent to 
reprove us. Such reproof was made 
necessary, first, because they be- 
lieved not on Christ whom God 
had sent; second, to bring up_ to 
the divine standard the righteous- 
ness of God’s saints in the absence 
of Christ; third, because sinners 
are to be judged along with the 
prince of this world who has led 
them into sin and rebellion against 
God. 


Sin, righteousness, and judg- 
ment are important factors in the 
divine process. Sin must be entire- 
ly eliminated, righteousness must 
be augmented, and increased to 
supplant sin. Judgment is the bas- 
is by which the terribleness of sin 
will become known in the light in 
which God looks at it and right- 
eousness will be exalted to its su- 
preme position. The Holy Spirit 
can alone accomplish God’s pur- 
pose. Learning, cavil, science, 
falsely so-called, can never do it. 


The More Important 


Ministry is entirely dependent 
upon the Holy Spirit. First, because 
it is the Spirit of truth; second, be- 
cause it is the guide which can 
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alone reveal truth or lead us into 
the way of all truth; third, because 
it is void of selfishness and does 
not speak concerning Himself but 
is the faithful and divine witness 
between God and man, not only to 
bear witness with our Spirits that 
we are the sons of God but to 
bring to and enlighten our under- 
standing concerning that progres- 
sive revelation of God. And as such 
He is alone capable of creating the 
prophetic office by showing us 
things to come. It is also said, He 
shall glorify me. The Holy Spirit 
alone can glorify Christ. All of 
man’s elaborate argument or ora- 
tory will not do it. 

Souls redeemed and growing up 
into Christ as a means whereby He 
is honored as redeemer and Lord 
can be accomplished by and thru 
the ministry of the Holy Spirit 
alone. It receives from Christ those 
things that are His, appropriates 
and puts them at our disposal by 
showing them unto us. The Spirit 
alone can provide utterance for 
us. This may occur in languages 
or tongues, Acts 2:4; 1 Cor. 14:2, 
by which we may benefit other 
than ourselves, or it may provide 
another and more important utter- 
ance for the saint of God who is 
troubled or afflicted. As it is writ- 
ten, Likewise the Spirit also help- 
eth our infirmities, for we know 
not what we should pray for as we 
ought, but the Spirit itself maketr 
intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered, and he 
that searcheth the heart knoweth 
what is the mind of the Spirit be- 
cause he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the will of 
God, and from the following verse 
deduce first, that it is the Holy 
Spirit which keeps the minister 
and saint lined up “with the will of 
God, and from the following verse 
we may also add, that it is the 
working of the Holy Spirit in our 
lives that “maketh all things to 
work together for good to them 
that love God who are the called 
according to His purpose.” 

I wish I might impress upon 
your heart and mind the necessity 
of the Holy Spirit working within 
the Church which it was designed 
to inhabit, Eph. 2:22. Dr. Simpson 
has brought out a very beautiful 
theological exegesis concerning 
the ministry and supply of the 
Holy Spirit which is as follows: 


The Supply of the Spirit 
The word for “supply” employ- 
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ed here is a very unusual one, and 
has a special and strongly figura- 
tive significance. It is the Greek 
word, Epichoregos, and it refers to 
the Epichoregos, or chorus leader 
in ancient Greece. On a great fes- 
tival occasion it was customary for 
a certain man, as an act of public 
generosity and also a distinguished 
honor to himself, to provide for 
the public entertainment of the 
people by an elaborate musical ex- 
ercise, consisting of a great many 
pieces, a great variety of music, 
musical instruments and perform- 
ers; it was his business to supply 
all that was necessary for this per- 
formance, to meet all the expenses 
of the occasion, to secure all the 
performers, instruments, assis- 
tants, etc., and see that everything 
was supplied and also to lead the 
chorus, From this old word, our ex- 
pressions CHORUS and CHORUS- 
CHOIR are derived. Now this word 
conveys the idea of supplying, but 
also of supplying especially the 
parts in a musical chorus; and it 
carries along with it the idea of 
something harmonious and _ glori- 
ous. It is a very abundant supply 
and it brings a very triumphant re- 
sult. 

This word is used in a remarka- 
ble passage in the first chapter of 
Second Peter, “Add to your faith 
courage, knowledge, temperance, 
godliness, brotherly kindness, 
charity.” This word “add,” is the 
same Greek term, Epichorego. It 
means, “chorus into your faith and 
life these beautiful graces;” bring 
them all into tune, and work them 
out in harmony and praise, so that 
your life shall be a doxology of joy 
and thanksgiving. And then, at the 
close of that paragraph, the word 
re-appears, “For so shall an en- 
trance be ministered unto you 
abundantly into the everlasting 
kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” Literally it might be 
translated, “So an entrance shall 
be chorused unto you.” That is, the 
very graces that were wrought in- 
to your earthly life and attended 
you as a heavenly choir shall wait 
for you at the gates of heaven and 
sing you home to your coronation. 
The love and gentleness, the faith 
and patience that you exercised in 
your earthly pilgrimage shall be 
waiting yonder, as a train of mu- 
sicians, and shall celebrate your 
victory and your recompense.

An Unfruitful Ministry 

An unfruitful ministry is always 
the result of the absence of the 
Holy Spirit. Christ alone can be 
glorified as we bear fruit and this 
task can only be accomplished as 
the Holy Spirit works thru us. The 
barren Church needs a revival of 
the Holy Spirit. If Christ has been 
crowded out of your life as a min- 
ister or out of your church as a re- 
sult of worldly entanglement or 
encroachment to satanic allure-

operation of both the minister and 
congregation. Permit me to em- 
phasize the necessity of the Holy 
Spirit in our regular church cur- 
riculum. The manner by which His 
presence may be obtained is defin- 
itely outlined in Luke 24:49 and 
Acts 1:14 i. e. by continuing in 
prayer and supplication.

“I am the Lord that healeth 
thee.” Ex. 15:26. “Healing in His 
wings.” Mal. 4:2. 

Jesus healed after the physicians 
had failed. Mark 5:25-29. 

Jesus healed all that came or 
were brought to Him; there were 
no exceptions. Matt. 8:16, 17. 

Jesus healed sometimes gradual- 
ly. Luke 17:14; John 4:49, 52. Most 
healings, however, were instantan- 
eous. Matt. 15:30. 

Jesus promised healing through 
obedience. John 9:7. 

Jesus sometimes moves the sick 
from present surroundings to heal 
them. Mark 8:22, 25. 

Jesus healed all manner of dis- 
ease (Matt. 4:23, 24)—-withered 
limbs, sword cuts, deafness, lame- 
ness, blindness, paralysis, fever, 
palsy, leprosy, epilepsy, lunacy. 

Jesus healed illness associated 
with the devil, Luke 9:42. 

Jesus healed some at a distance 
without going to them. John 4:46- 
53. 


Jesus healed by a touch (Matt. 
8:3); some were healed by touch- 
ing Him. Luke 8:43-48. Jesus heal- 
ed by lifting the afflicted one by 
the hand (Mark 1:30-31) ; by com- 
manding action, (Luke 6:9-10) ; by 
a word of faith (Mark 7:32-35). 

Jesus healed chronic cases: 12 
years’ standing, (Matt. 9:20), 18 
years’ standing (Luke 13:11-18), 
38 years’ standing (John 5:5-9). 


Jesus gave healing power to oth- 
ers: the twelve disciples (Luke 9: 
1), the seventy (Luke 10:10; Luke 
10:8-10). Jesus promises to give 


this power to other believers. John 
14:12-14. Peter received this pow- 


er. Acts 5:14, 15. Paul received this 
power in praying over handker- 
chiefs. Acts 19:11, 12. 


Jesus continued to give this heal- 
ing power to others after His 
ascension; 20 years later Paul had 
this power (Acts 19:12); 26 years 
after, gifts of healing were given 
to believers (1 Cor. 12:9) ; 27 years 
after, instructions were given that 
the sick and afflicted may be heal- 
ed through faith (James 5:14-16) ; 
40 years after the ascension of 
Christ, Clement, Paul’s contempor- 
ary, said, ‘““Men received the gifts 


of healing.” 


Iranaeus says, 110 years after, 
“Men healed the sick by the laying 
on of the hands.” Two hundred 
years after, Origen says, “Men had 
marvelous power in curing by in- 
voking the divine name, and that 
of Jesus;” 1820 years after, Doro- 
thea trudel of Mamsdorf was 
used in the healing of 10,000 by 
prayer, and the German govern- 
ment was compelled to recognize 
and license her hospitals. In our 
own day, these gifts are being ex- 
ercised in every part of the world. 
God is restoring His lost gifts. 


All the sick and suffering who 
came to Jesus while He was here 
in person, were healed. He is the 
same “yesterday, today, and for- 
ever.” Healing of the body as well 
as of the soul is provided for in the 
atonement of Jesus Christ. Mat- 
thew quoted Isaiah, “And with His 
stripes we are healed.” Isa. 53:5. 
Healing by the laying on of hands 
is one of the signs that Jesus said 
would follow believers. Mark 16: 


17, 18. 


If you are sick or afflicted, come 
to Jesus in faith and receive your 
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portion of life and health today. 
“He knows and He cares.”

There is not a single 
reason why God will not save «r 
heal the ‘whosoever that believ- 
eth.” There are as good promises 
to the overcomer now as in past 
days. God’s grace is still sufficient 
to hold up the humble, trusting 
saint, no matter how high the 
waves roll or how fierce the storms 
rage. God is faithful and will an- 
swer every prayer offered in ac- 
cordance with His divine will, and 
in the name of Jesus, even if He 


has to turn mountains upside 
down. 
Sometimes it costs us lots to 


have our prayers answered. It may 
mean changing our whole life. So 
much the better if we need it. I 
felt at times while I was sick that

I believed in the 
beginning that my suffering was 
to either show God’s power in heal- 
ing or else draw me to some deep- 
er experience, and I feel that both 
were accomplished. At times we 
wonder why we have to suffer with 
demons of sickness and other 
trials, but Paul said he gloried in 
them because they worked for him 
a far more eternal weight of glory. 
Suffering always draws us closer 
to God. I lay in bed three weeks 
and suffered untold agonies but it 
has really been a blessing to me. 
I feel that I know a little more 
about what it means to go thru 
with the Lord and it made me know 
something more of the working of 
unclean spirits that often prey up- 
on our bodies. It made me know 
more about the power of God to 
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cast them out. Oh, I feel encour- 
aged to press on.

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So Glad We Didn’t Reject “Ghe Light 


Iam happy in the Lord and 
praise Him for His great love and 
blessings. By request I am writing 
a brief sketch of my experience of 
how God dealt with me according 
to the divine plan in His Word. 

I moved to Morgantown, Miss., 
July 2, 1930. I was pastoring two 
Baptist churches near, and teach- 
ing in the high school. It was here 
I heard my first sermon on holi- 
ness in The Church of God. I at- 
tended services regularly when I 
was not engaged at my appoint- 
ments. I attended Sunday School 
and preached in The Church of 
God many times before I saw the 
light on the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. I was well acquainted with 
Brother and Sister S. J. Heath, 
who have gone to their reward. 
Their lives were an inspiration to 
me, as well as many others. Sister 
Heath lived to see me receive the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 


In the spring of 1932 God sent 
a revival to the church at Morgan- 
town. People began praying for 
wife and me, that we might re- 
ceive the light on holiness. I shall 
never forget the Sunday night 
when my wife was taken sick at 
the revival service. I asked her to 
let the people pray for her but she 
would not. The saints asked to let 
them anoint her with oil and pray 
for her but she said, “No.” She 
was real sick. After returning from 
service she asked me, “What do 
you think of the way those people 
shout, talk in tongues, and_ re- 
joice?”’ I told her that I believed 
they were happy, but thought all 
denominations worshipped differ- 
ently and guessed that was their 
way of worship. I admitted they 
were seemingly the happiest peo- 
ple I knew. 

The next day she was better of 
her sickness and began asking me 
again what I thought of holiness. 
I was dumb altho I had spent four 
years studying the Bible in  col- 
lege, preparing to preach and tell 
people the way to God. A few days 
later the subject of the great dif- 
ference in the way other denomi- 
nations worshipped came up in 
our conversation. She remarked to 
me, “You have spent these years 
in studying God’s Word and I am 
going to depend on what you say 
about it.” There came a great feel- 
ing of responsibility over me. I did 


not tell her at the time, but on my 
knees I promised God if He would 
reveal the truth to me from His 
Word I would walk in it. I began 
reading with the 14th chapter of 
John. I read and prayed for almost 
four days. The people in the 
church were praying for us but did 
not know that I was reading and 
praying. Neither did I let my wife 
know I was searching the Scrip- 
tures for any particular purpose. I 
had satisfied my mind when she 
asked me again what I thought 
about the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. I told her the blessing was 
for those who would humble them- 
selves and obey. 


That night I went to. services, 
not expecting to seek the Lord for 
the blessing, but after the song ser- 
vice the pastor, Brother W. F. 
Sharp, asked me to lead the testi- 
mony service. I tried to talk but 
about all I could do was cry. 
There was a great manifestation 
of the Spirit. I asked the evangelist, 
Brother Wm. Russell Fowler, to 
conclude the service, and sat down, 
but just as I sat down I arose and 
whispered to Brother Fowler that 
I wished to make a statement at 
the close of his sermon before the 
altar service began. He tasked a 
few minutes and then motioned to 
me to speak. I walked to the stand 
trembling and told the large con- 
gregation that holiness was right 
and that I was going to be the firs: 
in the altar that night. I went, I 
prayed, people prayed for me, I 
tarried and tarried until 2:00 a. 
m. but did not receive the blessing. 
The next night I went to the altar 
again. I began praying in faith with 
all my mind and soul. I had been 
praying only a short time when the 
great power of God came down 
and took possession of my body, 
picked me completely up and turn- 
ed me a couple summersaults over 
the altar rail. There I lay with 
God’s great power in complete con- 
trol of me. There the sanctifying 
power was felt and joy came into 
my soul that I will never be able 
to explain. I lay there and rejoiced 
for quite a while but I remembered 
there was another blessing for me, 
and began praying for the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. I prayed and 
God gave me the witness by taking 
control of my tongue as on _ the 


Day of Pentecost, and I spoke in 
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other tongues as the Spirit gave 
the utterance. 

The one great and joyous part 
of my experience is I searched the 
Scriptures for my guide. I believed 
God’s Word, asked God for the 
blessing and it came just as the 
Word promised. Thank God! My 
wife received the blessing one 
week after I did. We united with 
the Church of God and have been 
active workers in the Church since 
that time. I am thankful to God 
that when people began praying 
for us we did not reject the light, 
but walked in it. We are happy in 
the Lord’s work here at Cleveland. 
We are teaching in The Bible 
Training School. We are surely en- 
joying our work. We want to be a

God 
has used different workers in get- 
ing Augusta under way. It has 
proved to be the hardest opanmy 
in the state. Each worxer has 
proved faithful and we know cer- 
tain victory is ahead. God used one 
dear man to practically pay the 
rent and we feel like giving honor 
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to whom honor is due. We thank 
God for men who will obey God 
and sometimes pay twenty dollars 
on a month’s rent. We pray God’s 
richest blessings on him. 

Brother Littlefield and wife have 
been faithfully laboring at Bux- 
ton, Me., for sometime. Though 
the depression has hit hard there 
they have never thought of re- 
treating. 

Brother Lear, wife and Sister 
Diffenderfer who attended Bible 
School last year, are doing a good 
work at Exeter, Me. They are new 
in the work, therefore feel their 
need of the power of God. This 
they are obtaining by prayer and 
fasting. God made it possible since 
the Assembly to purchase an aban- 
doned creamery there, valued at 
one thousand dollars, for two hun- 
dred dollars. Brother Rockwell’s 
son, thru whom it was made possi- 
ble to buy it, gave one hundred 
dollars, and with offerings amount- 
ing to fifty dollars we have reduc- 
ed the bill to fifty. 

Brother and Sister Largin and
